The County Regional Planning Commission this week recom¬ 
mended that plans be abandoned for construction of the pro¬ 
posed scenic highway—Loma Alta drive—which would have cut 
through the north section of Sierra Madre. 

The recommendation' that this proposed 80-foot highway be 

eliminated from the county's 
Master Plan of Highways now 
goes to the Board of Supervisors. 

The supervisors are expected 
to accept the recommendation 
without hesitation. Supervisor 
William A. Smith already is 
on record as opposed to the 
highway which was first laid 
out in 1929. 

The proposed highway would 
have entered the city at the 
northwest corner, continue 
down Carter avenue and Bald¬ 
win avenue to Grandview ave¬ 
nue. It would continue East on 
Grandview in Monrovia. 

The highway, under the 
county planners recommenda¬ 
tion, would be eliminated all 
the way from Lincoln avenue 
in Altadena to Foothill boule¬ 
vard in Monrovia. 

Although in Sierra Madre 
planning commissioners and 
the City Council had worried 
about the prospect of an 80- 
foot wide highway through the 
city, no action had been tak¬ 
en officially by either body. 

The matter was brought to a 
head by residents of Altadena 
who stormed the Regional 
Planning Commission with pro¬ 
tests of: "We don’t want it . . . 
It will destroy our homes.” 


P. E. is fighting to talk the 
Public Utilities Commission in¬ 
to letting it scrap its once-i 
proud railroad. 

But the irony of it all is that 
such men as P. E. President 
O. A. Smith, Vice-President

Do not be foolish 
enough to start a fire without 
the inspection of a fire fight¬ 
er. The advice given will throw 
the responsibility onto the 
shoulders of the fire fighter. 

It really is not safe to apply 
a match to a pile of rubbish 
until you are certain that it 
can be controlled in case of 
an emergency. It is only be¬ 
cause we observe these rules 
that we are able to report a 
very low fire loss each year.

“Jungle Bread” was filmed 
in the deep jungle of Dutch 
Guiana, South America, and 
shows how a very primitive 
people make bread from a root 
which, before processing, is so 
poisonous that three and one- 
third ounces of the root’s juice, 
when taken internally, are 
enough to cause death. 

The film was a year in its 
making and was produced by 
Van de Kamp’s Bakeries after 
a 15,000 mile round trip. 

The South American Bush 
Negroes use the root of the 
bitter cassava plant as a 
source for flour. After extract¬ 
ing the poison from the root 
(this process is a highlight of 
the film) the natives make 
flour, then bake it on an open 
hearth into a very nourishing 
disk of bread. 

Botha C. Meilbron of Van de 
Kamp’s, who took the pictures 
in the almost impenetrable 
jungle, will comment on the 
various experiences encounter¬ 
ed during his journey, as well 
as answer any questions by 
members of the audience fol¬ 
lowing the showing.

LEGAL NOTICES 


Madre entitled, "An Ordinance 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
City of Sierra Madre licensing 
and regulating certain kinds of 
business carried on in said City 
and fixing a penalty for the

(a) Every person 1 , who, in 
conjunction with the business 
in which such person is engag¬ 
ed, runs, drives, or operates, 
and every person engaged in

MUNICIPAL ENGINEERING. 

There is an urgent need for a precision center-line survey for 
the City of Sierra Madre. The present field books are in very 
poor condition and a tremendous quantity of survey information 
regarding street center-lines, angles and center-line ties are 
missing. 

Much of the data that is 
ava i 1 a b 1 e is considerably in 
error. Since the boundaries of 
private property are located on 
the basis of center-line infor¬ 
mation, it is of utmost impor¬ 
tance that this information 
should be accurate and com¬ 
plete. 

The desirable method of solv¬ 
ing the problem would be to 
establish a network of traver¬ 
ses which would all be tied in 
with each other. This is a cost¬ 
ly piece of work and cannot 
probably be undertaken all at 
once. 

It is suggested that if 
funds cannot be made avail¬ 
able to conduct a precision 
center-line survey of the entire 
city in one operation, that 
the project be undertaken in 
parts and funds allocated in 
successive budgets. 

STREET LIGHT SURVEY 

A street light survey was re¬ 
quested to be made by the Edi¬ 
son Company in December of

erra Madre residents in oppo¬ 
sition to this matter." 

Mrs. Lillian Young Clark of 
261 Adams street was one Si¬ 
erra Madre resident to attend 
the opening hearing. She de¬ 
clared that she was unalter¬ 
ably opposed to buses on the 
Sierra Madre line. 

The city attorney announced 
that other Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents who wish to testify as to 
the inadequacy of bus service 
as against rail service should 
contact him. Cornyn can be 
reached at DOuglas 7-5159. 

Date of the hearing during 
which the public will be able 
to answer Pacific Electric will 
be announced later. It will be 
held at the State Building in 
Los Angeles. 

Besides asking that rail lines 
be eliminated, the railway has 
asked the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission for permission to In¬ 
crease its loading standard. At 
the present time the P. E. is 
under an order of the commis¬ 
sion to provide a seat per pas¬ 
senger at all times—including 
peak hours. 

P. E. wants this order res¬ 
cinded with a new order plac¬ 
ed in effect allowing the load¬ 
ing of buses and trains to 150 
per cent of seating capacity. 

In addition, the company has 
indicated that even if buses 
are allowed, additional fare in¬ 
creases may again be sought. 
The company’s consulting en¬ 
gineer, Arthur C. Jenkins, has 
indicated that the company 
will have to petition the com¬ 
mission for elimination of such 
fare privileges as commutation 
ticket books and reductions for 
round trips. 

Under the company's plan for 
the Sierra Madre line, eight 
buses would be substituted for 
the one bus and eight rail cars 
now operating. It is presumed 
that at peak hours these buses 
would make through runs to 
Los Angeles and that- a trans¬ 
fer at San Marino would not 
be required. 

This switch, the company 
points out, would cut the pres¬ 
ent annual operating deficit of 
§64,618 to an estimated $3283 
on the Sierra Madre run. 

The entire system, according 
to company testimony, will 
lose approximately $3,500,000 
on rail passengers this year. 
Although a profit is shown on 
its freight business, the pass¬ 
enger operations eat it up and 
then some, P. E. President O. A. 
Smith declared in his testi¬ 
mony. 

The conversion would result 
in a net operating profit of ap¬ 
proximately $700,000 the com¬ 
pany estimated. 

A request for further fare in¬ 
creases “may be forced upon 
us if other means of financial 
improvement are not forth¬ 
coming,” Smith said. “The 
Company is in a desperate 
situation.” 

He added: ’There is actual¬ 
ly no responsibility morally, 
legally or otherwise on behalf 
of the company to preserve rail 
lines and rights-of way at 
heavy continuing losses to 
meet a possible future need of 
the public through a rapid rail 
transit program."

The interception of 
calls to the old numbers is 
terminated at the end of about 
two weeks, however.

Residents contended that the 
high school for 1000 boys and 
girls would create traffic prob¬ 
lems in the residential area 
and reduce the value of homes. 

Appearing before the zone 
board, made up of Commis¬ 
sioners Raymond A. Dorn and 
Harold J. Bissner, were: R. D. 
Andrews. 692 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard; M. G. Linder, 
60 S. Michillinda; Albert Bark- 
man, 40 S. Michillinda; Mrs.

occupied by Webb's Barber 
Shop. A directors' room has 
been added. Counters have 
been rearranged and an ad¬ 
ditional teller's window was 
added. In addition, the 
bank's 1000 safety deposit 
boxes have been increased 
by 300. 

The building was first built 
in 1907. This project is the first 
major change made since then. 
Although the building’s recon¬ 
struction was first planned in 
1940, materials shortages were 
encountered and a postpone¬ 
ment was required. 

Completion of the project 
was announced Monday, the 
27th anniversary of the bank’s 
incorporation under State char¬ 
ter. 

Originally chartered In 1907 
as the First National Bank of 
Sierra Madre, this communi¬ 
ty owned and operated Insti¬ 
tution was re-chartered In 
1922 as the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank.
